yet other Plagues may be produced by atragicalCon- | 
«cour fe of merely natural Caufes. But we are not | 

_ to think that by this laft Expreffion Ale meant to 
exclude the Superior Agency or Superintendency | 
ofthe Firffinany Cafe; for no Max can exprefs a | 
more becoming and awful Senfe of, or an higher | 
Reverence for the Cau/e of Cau/es, than this great 
_ Genius does in all his Writings ; and I could heartily — 
with that He were more generally imitated herein by — 
the Virtuoft of the prefent Age, and that a more 
explicit Reference to Divine Providence were to 
be found in all their Refearches into Nature: And 
I cannot but hope that it would very much contri- 
bute hereunto, if our Modern Wits would feri-.

‘writes is this; That in the Pontificate of Clement 
dthe fixth, Chardes the fourth being Emperor, there 
tyaged a moft cruel Peffzlence, the worft that ever 
}was, fcarcely the third Part of Mortals being left 
Jvalive. It fo prevailedevery where, that God feemed | 
“vas if he would deftroy all Mankind by a general Ru- 
tine, as of old in the univerfal Deluge. Villanzus | 
. tells us that it had its firft Rife in the “Opper Afia, 
sand particularly in the Kingdom of Cathay, in the 
‘Year 1346, from a moft filthy Smell fuppofed to 
‘proceed from a certain Pzery Body, which either 
{fell from Heaven, or broke out of the Earth, and 
jextended its horrible and terrifying Bulk to fo vaft 
ta Compafs, that it confumed every thing that ftood 
(inits Way, Animals,Houfes, Trees,&c. forthe Space 
of fifteen Days Journey : And fome moft filthy lit- 
«tle Bea/is. furnifhed with Feet and Tails, [ by this 

‘ Defcription they feem to havebeen a Sort of Neuts 
‘or Lizards as allo Worms, and a {mall Sort of — 
| Snakes in anumberlefs Multitude, fell at the fame. 

| Time from the Air upon the Earth, the Stench and 

| Putrefa@tion whereof infected the whole Region. 
_A Pefiilence hence arifing invaded the adjacent Pla-. 
‘ces, and then fpread it felf to the remoter Cities and. 
Provinces, fo that it depopulated all _dfz.  After- 
wards it penetrated into Agypt, Greece, and Italy. 
Thence it paffed over into France, Spam and En- * 
gland, and at length into Germany, Poland and all 
the Northern Parts, with the DeftruCtion.of innu-~ 
merable Perfons. In the City of Florence only, — 
Villanius fays there perifhed 60000, but St. 4#- 


_ thoy makes them 100000; and although fuch a} 
_ dreadful Contagion was fent among Men by the a- 
_ venging Hand of God for their enormous Wicked-| 
nets, yet after fo great a Calamity thofe that fic-_ 
ceeded and came greedily into the Pofleffion of fuch | 
rich Inheritancesas the deceafed had left, grew worfe 
and more.wicked than ever. Many Prodigies pre- | 
_ cededthis Plague in Afia, fuch as horrible Clefts, 
or {wallowing Gulfs in the Earth exhaling a poi- 
-fonous Wind or Vapeur, and other Things of the 
like Sort. Thus far Kircher. Page 247. | |

toms, who would make nothing of flying over Lines 
and. Azvers, or faftning upon the Men themfelves 
that ftand to guard the Pafes, and in fhort, muft. 
go which Way foever they are. carried by every 
Puff of Wind or Stream of Air. But I fhail not in- 
fift further at prefent upon this or any other Difh- 
culties that occur to my Thoughts with Reference » 
to this Afypothefis:.

;complifh their barbarous Defigns ; and when] lived — 
‘in the County of Suffolk, 1 was informed that when 
‘that Difeafé was in the Town of [pfwich (about 
25 Of 30 Yeats ago) a certain barbarous Nurfe 
did early in a Morning, (that fhe might not be 
known ) atthe head of one ofthe principal Streets, 
‘put fire to an heap of O/d Rags and Bed Cloaths 
ithat had belonged to fome poor People who Died- 
lof that ‘Di/femper, and the Smoak driving along 
ithe Street, feveral that pafled by betimes com- 
plained of a very offenfive fmell, and thenext News 
was that almoft all that hadnot formerly gonethro’ 
Ithat Difea/e in that whole Street, were feized with 
litinavery fewdays. Andif this Methodof Barn- 
ug be fo pernicious in the Cafe of the Small Pox, 
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I doubt there is too much Ground of fear ( accor-

As for proper Prophyladticks or Prefervatives 
from the Plague, the Doéfor has not offered much} 
upon this Head, and feems to defpair of the difco- | 
very of any Specifick of vertue fufficient to fortifie | 
nature againft the affaults of fuch a Malignant Di- | 
feafe. After the mention of fome general and very | 
— ufeful rules to be obferved by way of prevention, | 
and juft hinting at a few particulars, efpecially the

the Antidote of the famous Sy/vins | He does | 
in. the 35.

This Per/on own’dto 
Mr. Boyle, that befides ardent Prayers to God, and 
avery regular diet, his conftant Autzdote was on- 
ly to take every Morning fafting a little Sea-Salt 
diffolved in a few Spoonfuls of Mazr Water: Mr. 
Boyle adds that he thinks it defirable that Notice be 
taken ofall Remedies that have been found by good 
Trials available againft the Plague ; for fince Pefz- 
ences are various in their Kinds, ’tis very poffible 
that their appropriated Remedies may be fotoo; and 
that Medicine may prove fuccefsful in one, which 
has proved ineffectual inanother. TheNodble 4u- 
thor adds to this, That the faid Confideration for- 
bad him to pafs by the following Particular, Vz. 
That avery Learned Phyficzan having recommen-. 
ded to him the Herb called Galega, or Goats-rue, 
atthat time little notedin Ezgland, asamoft effeQu- 
al Antidote againt the Plague, he cauled it to be 
cultivated in a Garden, and when the ‘Peffélence 
raged moft, having fome of it by him made up with 
alittle Sugar in the form of a_five green Conferve, he 


fent it to Zwo infected Perfons, who, by the divine 
bleffing on it, both of them recovered. He alfo 
takes notice of the great vertue ofthis Herd againtt 
the Bitings of Venomous Creatures: It may be eaten 
in its entire Subftance.as a Salad, or the Conferve 


or Syrup may be taken, or the Fuzce newly exprefs’d, 


_ which he thinks better than the Syrup or Conferve.
